Applicant argues that "Applicants have claimed rafted hydrocarbon resins or grafted oligomers, not grafted copolymers. Therefore, 
Costemalle's grafted copolymers do not correspond to Applicants' component c(1), and the Examiner has not shown that Costemalle 
teaches or suggests all of the claim limitations." This argument is not persuasive because the use of the "graft monomer" as used in 
applicant's claims could result in polymers that are structuraaly equivalent to those of Costemalle. Applicant has not clearly differentiated 
between the present and patented graft polymers. Applicant provides a similar argument in defense of the rejection over Patel et al. 
However, uses a hydrocarbon resin grafted with a graft monomer, oligomer, or a combination of both. The claims do not state that a 
hydrocarbon homopolymer is used.as opposed to a hydrocarbon copolymer . 
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
